As 
an instance of this, the article mentions that 
some months ago, while a priest was under the 
serious charge of clandestinely making whisky, 
a magistrate entered into a correspondence with 
the archbishop with a view to have the guilty 
man punished and avoid ag much as possible 
the scandal that would lt from a public 
arrest, but while the co ndence was going 
on the priest was preach.
